▼ladialr Petrov, Soviet agent who defected la 


Australia la April, 1954, la an article published la the 
"United States Hews and World Report” issue of September 13, 
1955, alleged that Maclean and Burgess were long-term Soviet 
agents* According to this article, Petrov learned through _ 
his colleague, one Kislytsln, Second Secretary of the 
Russian Embassy In Australia, that Maclean and Burgess had 
been Independently recruited to wbrk for Soviet Intelligence 
during their student days st Cambridge University* According 
to Kislytsln, who was In London fros 1945 to 1948, Burgess 
brought brief cases full of Foreign Office documents to tbs 
Soviet Embassy where they were photographed and returned to 
bis* The flight of Maclean and Burgess was planned fros 
Moscow upon being advised by the subjects that they were 
under investigation. Kislytsln reportedly assisted in planning 
their escape and wet then upon their arrival in Moscow* Be 
was responsible for their welfare and visited then often In 
n cosfortable hose outside of Moscow* Kislytsln told Petrov 
that Maclean and Burgess were acting as advisers to the 
Foreign Office on Anglo-American affairs* Kislytsln was also 
avare of their plan to get Mrs. Maclean to Moscow and when be 
read of her escape in the Australian newspaper, he recognised 
some of the details*

JCS MEMORANDUM . 

This memorandum indicates a study was made of available 
information on Maclean and Burgess with a view toward estimating 
the national security implications arising from their defection • 

Jt states *our FBI evaluates both men as Soviet espionage agents .* 
It sets forth the following conclusions . Our comments are set 
forth following each conclusion, 

(A,) Both Maclean and Burgees were Soviet agents for 
many years prior to their defection . They were apparently 
protected from exposure and dismissal for a long time by other 
highly placed officials in the British Government, particularly 
the Foreign Office •

(B*) Maclean had access to practtcally all high-level 
plans and policy tnformatton that were Jotnt VS /UK/ Canada 
projects • As code room supervisor he naturally had access 
to all UK diplomatic codes and ciphers as well as the oppor- 
tunity to scan all incoming and outgoing communications • .

From January, 19*7$ to August, 1948, Maclean officially 
represented the British Embassy on matters dealing with the 
political aspects of atomic energy * Be attended all meettngs 
of the Combined Development Trust from March, 1947, until 
September, 1948* The Trust was composed of US /UK/ Canada members 
and the purpose was to develop information concerning the loca- 
tion and availability of raw materials for atomic production 
as well as to negotiate for these raw materials and the alloca- 
tion of them* Maclean also attended a 3-day declassification 
conference held in October, 1947* ot which discussions were 
held on atomic energy information held tn common by US/UK/ Canada 
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during World War IT. This conference also included a 
discussion on atomic weapons . It is interesting to note 
that another UK representative at thts conference teas 
Klaus Fuchs, confessed Soviet spy. (Fuchs ms interviewed 
concerning this matter and denied Knowing Maclean .) To 
further show the extent of Maclean 9 e Knowledge on atomic 
energy matters, you will note that he was issued a nonescort 
pass on November 1$, 194?, giving him access to Atomic 
Xnergy Commission Bead quarters tr Washington , D. C. 

Insofar as Maclean*s access to information on US/ UK 
postwar planning and policy in Kurope, it will be noted that 
he was head of the American Department tn the British Foreign 
Office tn London from October, 1950, until hie disappearance 
May 2$, 195*9 and, therefore , it must be assumed that he had 
considerable information concerning US /UK postwar planning 
for Surope .
